Irrigation Nothing New; 


Evidence of Use Ages Age 

Irrigation ta nothing new. In the 
southweatern United” States there 
are evidences of a race of people 
before the Mexicans, who used in] 
rigution, Their ditches, evidence 
of which is still to be found, were 
bullt on the same lines that the 
engineers of today would use. Then 
in the days of the Gold Rusk to 
Callfornia in ‘49, water from the 
streamg was used to wash gold 


Mormons went out about that time 
to Utah and diverted some of the 
streams down the furrows of their 
fields. The gold seekers also car- 
ried the idea with them as they re- 
turned from California, bat most 
credit for irrigation is given to the 
Mormons. 

In the early days irrigation to 
provide moisture for hay meadows j 
was as important as water for bhu- 
mans and animals. Alfalfa is inti- 
mately related to Irrigation every- 
where. The Monks brought this 
plant from Spats in the early days..j 
The history of the small irriga- 
tlon projects is that they usually |.
